STATEMENT BY OUR CORRESPONDENT 


6t Washington In Regard to a“Scoop” He 
Made on Other Correspondents—Gessip 
Fromthe Federal Capatol. 

Wasnincton, July 16.—[Special.]—There 
appeared in these dispatches a few days ago a 
statement that the conferees of the senate and 
house having in charge the river and harbor 
bill had stricken out the sonate,amendment 
providing fora twenty-eight foot channel at 
Savannah, and reduced the amount of the 
general appropriation for the Savannah harbor 
from £200,000 to $180,000.. This was incorpo- 
rated in these dispatches upon the authority 
ofa member of the conference committee of 
the heuse, whose name will be mentioned if 
necessary, and whomade tlie statement to 
correspondents as amatterof news. There 
was DO injunction of seereey laid upon any one 
in disseminating this information through the 
newspapers. Theré was no honor violated, as 
the information came through the natural 
news channels, which was free to every one 
who possessed sufficient newspaper enterprise 
togoandgetit. — 

Since this was printed exclusively in THE 
ConsTiItv110N, the alleged correspondent or 
misrepresentative of a paper printed in Macon, 
who got left on this, as well as many other 
items of news pertaining to the state of Geor- 
gia, has, with some degree of persistency, ce- 
nied the truthfulness of Tor CoNsTITUTION’s 
statement, aud alleges that the information 
was printed after coming under the seal of 
honor not to printit. Thisis alfe. The cor- 
respondent about Washington in_ possession of 
great pieces of information, which he is hold- 
ing, waiting for consent from able statesinen to 
print it, always gets left. It is the duty of THE 
CONSTITUTION’S representative to give its 
roaders all the fresh news within his province 
to collect, whether it may or may not please 
any representative in congress. 

It is understood that Mr. Norwood is the 
gentleman referred to as being “in position to 
know’ whois charged with having told the 
alleged correspondent that the conference com- 
mittee had not determined upon striking out 
the sendte amendment as above referred to. 
In conversation tonight with Mr. Norwood in 
the Metropolitan hotel he stated that he had 
made no such statement to any correspondent. 
The alleged secrecy with which committees 
carry on business is one of the innamerable 
frauds and myths about the halls of congress. 
There is no such thing and the correspondent 
who believes there is and never goes te find out 
to the coutraty would have made a great repu- 
tation for himself during the dark ages. This 
alleged secrecy of committee work is like the 
supposed secrecy of an executive session of the 
senate which is always known to any corres- 
pondent who has suflicient enterprise and 
loyalty to his paper to ask any senator who was 
present and find out. The alleged correspon- 
dent of the Macon paper should acquaint him- 
self with the legitimate methods of procuring 
fresh news and-never be blufied out under the 
belief that congress has @ secret method of 
carrying on its business. 

' WARM WEATHER RUSIIING THINGS. 

Today has been quite warm horeyet™_ prob- 
ably for that feason, in order to adjourn early, 
the members of the house went to work in 
parnest on the tariff bill, adopted the free wool 
clause and almost concluded the bill. They 
did more today than in any day since the tariff 
debate began, and it is highly probable its con- 
sideration will be completed by tomorrow 
afternoon. If that be the case, a vote can be 
taken on Saturday or Monday, as at least three 
or four days will have to be given for absent 
members to return. 

Whenthe internal revenve clause of the 
bill was reached there was a short, but lively, 
debate. Mr. Wise, of Virginia, spoke in favor 
of repealing the tax on tobaccoin all forms, 


including cigars and cigarettes, and offered an ° 


amendment to that effect. Mr. -John- 
son, of North Carolina, then afiecr a 
brief but strong argument offered an amend- 
ment to Mr. Wise’s amendment repealing the 
internal revenue system. Mr. MeMillin vig- 
ocrously opposed it, saying theinternal revenne 
tax yields $120,000,000 annually, while the en- 
tire surplus was ouly $70,000,000, and wanted 
toknow how the deficiency should be raised. 
Mr. Candler, of Georgia, promptly replied: 
“By an incom@.tax.”’ Mr. Johnson said, in 
concluding his argument, he hadtwo reasons 
for offering the amendment—one because he 
and the people he represented wanted the rev- 
enue laws repealed and the other was that he 
wanted to see if the republican party 
w.is sincere in their platform adopted at Chi- 
cago, calling for the repeal ofthe internal 
vevenne. No republican replied, but whena 
vote was taken they proved theirinsincerity,for 
only seven republicans outside those from Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina,voted for the amend- 
ment; while there were twenty on the demo- 
cratie side, including all the Virginia and 
North Carolina members, and Mr. Candler, of 
Georgia. 

When the vote was announced by the 
speaker, Mr. Johnson, of North Carolina, rose 
and said that he was very much disappointed 
at the smallness of the vote, andasked, “What 
has become of the republican party ?’’ 

This caused a general outburst of applause 
from the democratic side, while there was 
hardly a republican, including Tom Reed,who 
didn’t wear the imprint of cowardice, The 
truth was they were afraid to face the music 
in view of the fact of the democratic campaign 
cry against them, favoring free whisky agd 
high taxation on clothing. If the republicans 
had been in earnest they could have adopted 
Mr. Johnson’s amendment, as a sufficient 
number of democrats would have voted with 
them to have carried it. As it was, the repub- 
licans skulked and disproved their own sin- 
eerity. 

WHAT THE SENATE WILL DO. 

A senator from Iowa said today relative to 
the probable action of the senate on the tariff, 
that his impression is that the senate will fee] 
called upon to@ass a tariff billasa matter of 
duty, although it made the delay of adjourn. 
ment for several weeks. He thinks the matter 
can be disposed of in thirty days after the re- 
ception of the Mills bill from the house. Being 
asked upon what principle the senate bill 
would be based, he replied: 

‘On the principle of protection to our own 
industries. 
billin any respect. None of the details have 
yet been agreed upon, but we have been get- 
ing information and after this coming week 
we shall do a good deal of work on it. We 
are getting on with the _ different 
schedules as fast as we can.

I am 
merely giving my personal impressions, for the

The Senate VPasrres can Appropriation 
25,000 tu Erect a Shaft. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—In the senate the 
house bill authorizing the Richmend and Dan- 
ville Railroad company to lay tracks in the dis- 
trict of Columbia was reported and placed on 
the calendar. 

Mr. Hoar, from the committee on library, 
reported back the senate bill appropriating 
$25,000 for the purpose of erecting a monu- 
meént to General George Rogers Clarke in the 
city of Louisville, Ky., instead of Washing- 
ton, D. C., in recognition of his eminent serv- 
ices to his country in the occupation and con- 
quest of the nortlivestern territory during the 
revolutionary war. 

The bill was passed, after remarks in eulogy 
of General Clarke by Messrs. Hoar, Daniel, 
Sherman, Vooriees and Biackburn. 

The senate then proceeded to the considera- 
tion of the fishery treaty in open executive ses- 
sion, and was addressed by Mr. Pugh in favor 
of its ratification. 

Mr. Chandler followed in opposition to rati- 
fication. 

Mr. Teller obtained the fioor and tlie treaty 
went over till tomorrow, 

Two vetoes of pension bills were presented, 
read and referred| to the Commitiece on pen- 
sions. In one case the president declares him- 
self entirely satisiied that the case lad been 
properly deterniined by the pension bureau. 
In the other case no application had been 
made tothe pension bureau, which was ac- 
counted for by the fact that the husvand of the 
proposed pensicner, who had, himself been 
drawing a pension for a wound had been killed 
by a pistol ball in a personal encounter.

material. Agreed to. 

Mr. Boothman, of Ohic, then called up his 
amendment offered some days ago, restoring 
the wool tariff of 1867, and it was rejected—5 
to ©. : 

On motion of Mr. Mills the date on which 
the free wool clause shall go into effect was 
fixed as October Ist, 1888, and the date for the 
taking effect of the woolen schedule was fixed 
as January Ist, 1889. 

This disposed of the wool schedule. 

At Mr. Lehlback’s request the paragraph 
relating to bonnets, hoods, etc., was passed 
over for the time. 

Mr. Mills moved that the paragraph con- 
cerning card cloth be amended so as to in- 
crease the duty from 15 to 20 cents per square 
foot, and in case of such cloth made of temp- 
ered steel wire, from 25 to 40 cents per square 
foot. Adopted. 

Other committee amendments offered by

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Mr. Mills and adopted were striking out india 
rubber fabric, the paragraph fixing the duty on 
kaolin at $1 per ton for crude and $2 for china 
clay, or wrought kaolin, and placing the duty 
on rough marble in blocks. and squared at 40 
cents per cubic foot. 

This completed the consideration of the 
essentially tariff features of the bill, (except 
in regard to such paragraphsas have been 
passed over informally,) and the administra- 
tive portion of Measure was taken up. 

Mr. Buchanan, of New Jersey, offered an 
amendment providing that no goods produced 
in whole or in material part of convict labor 
shall be imported for the purpose of sale or 
trade. Rejected. 

On motion of Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas,

A Broken Ratl Throws a Train Off the 
Track—Througha Bridge. 

WiINNEMUCCA, Nev., July 16.—Express train 
No. 3 was wrecked about daylight Sunday 
morning thirty-three miles west of here by a 
broken rail, The engine passed over safely, 
but a fruit, baggage and United States fish 
commissioners’ car were badly wrecked. All 
the sleepers were thrown off the track, but 
no passengers were hurt.

Waynesporo, Ga., July 16.—[{Special.]— 
Anthony Walker, colored, was shot by a white 
man named Lofton, who overlooked the plan- 
tation of Mr. U. LB. Frost. The negro has been 
arrested, and was put in jail as soon as Dr. Mc- 
Master could extract fifty shot from his back. 
Wiy Lofton has not been arrested is not 
kuown. There are different versions, and the 
most favorable one for Lofton, which comes 
from Lofton himself, is that the negro had not 
been working his crop and he refused to issue 
him rations. The negro replied that he would 
have his rations or else kill somebody, at the 
same time exhibiting his pistol. Lofton left 
for his house and got his gun. In the mean- 
while the negro ran off, but Lofton, taking a 
short cut, got near enough to shoot him in the 
back as he was running from him. 


CONVICTS IN BIRMINGHAM, 


Registering in Large Numbers for the Pur- 
pose of Voting. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 16.—[Special.]— 
There are four coal minesin this, Jefferson county, 
cinploying convict labor, and about 1,200 convicts 
are employed. A few days ago a commitiee went to 
work to ascertain if any ex-convicts had registered 
to vote in the August election. The committee have 
not yet compieted their labors, but they 
have ascertained that: jabout 1,200 ex-convyicts 
are now living in the county, and about four hun- 
dred ofthem have registered, expecting to vote at 
the nextelection. Itis believed that many others 
have registered under assumed hames. On election 
day detectives will be stationed atevery voting 
place, and every ex-convict who aitempts to vote 
wili be arrested, Those who have registered and 
do not try to vote will be prosecuted for perjury 
Abont two-thirds of the ex-convicts are negroes. 
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The Young Man Skipped. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., July 16.—[Special.]—Wil- 
liam: Hall the negro who stole $35 from Mr. 
Flint, the jeweler, last week, was tried before 
Judge Harden. The evidence was strong 
against Elall, and lre was sentenced to twelve 
months on the chaingang. He was given 
twelve months more for vagrancy. He has 
just finished a sentence of ten months. Just 
before the prisoners were carried back to the 
jail Hall had a talk with bis mother. Several 
parties were moving in and out of the court- 
room, and a few minutes later, when one of 
the ofticers looked for Hall, he was not to be 
seen. He had walked out of the room, and 
was off. Ofticers immediately started out to 
look for him, but he had made good his escape.

AvueustTa, Ga., July 16.—[{Special.]—The 
street railroad company began today tolaya 
double track on Broad street. The double line 
will extend from the street car stables to the 
cemetery, about two and ahalf miles.

BOWLES AND HIS LITTLE FLIRTATION. 


A Conference Between Hailroad Officials 


anand Chief Arther and Sargent— 
Isterview With Chairman Hoge.

Crrcaco, July 16.—The sensational. devel- 
opments in the trial of “Q.”’ dynamiters and 
the hope of more startling disclosures brought 
a large cgowd today to Judge Gresham's court- 
room wiere Commissioner Hoyne is hearing 
evidences. If the defeudants are eonvicted of 
carrying and dealing in explosives, which is 
ouly punishable by a fine, they can schedule 
out under the poor debtors act. The United 
States officials, its said, have decided, in view 
of this'fact, to bring the charge of conspiracy, 
a crime which can be punished by- two years’ 
imprisonment in the penitentiary or a fine of 
$10,000, or both. This charge, it was intimat- 
ed, might be bronght today. Bowles, since 
confessing, has been kept in the office of the 
United States marshal and allowed to sleep on 
a lounge, which was brought in for his comfort. 

Two pleasant-looking women were brought 
into the crowded courtroom and given seats 
behind the desk. Oneof them was said to be 
a woman to whom Bowles, though a married 
man, made love while on his dynamite expedi- 
tion in Indiana, and whose presence in court, 
brought about by the prosecution, had, more 
than anything else, induced Bowles to confess 
in order to head off a suit for divorce, 

Alexander Smith, the Aurora brotherhood 
fireman who turned informer, was the 
first witness cualléd. He was inter. 
rupted at the very outset by Lawyer David, 
for the defense, moving that all evidence con- 
cerning Informer Bowles be. stricken out on 
the ground that he was not now under investi- 
gation. Mr. David also asked to have the 
testimony of Kelly and of Witness Lioyd nul- 
lified beeause they mentioned none of the de- 
fendants but Bowles, and the evidence was 
therefore incompetent. 

District Attorney Ewing contended that it 
would be shown that dynamite was purchased 
and delivered by some, at least, of the defen- 
dants. 

The court then let it stand, and then Smith 
was taken off the box and J. J. Kelly, Chair- 
man Hoge’s clerk, was called to admit that he 
had given the name of Charles Cordell ina 
flirtation he had with two ladies in Chicago in 
1881. The name, witness claimed, was taken 
by hun purely in fun. Considerable badger- 
ing by a lawyer for the brotherhood followed. 

The eXamination of informer Smith was 
then started again, when Lawyer Donohue, for 
the prisoners, interrupted him with an instruc- 
tion that he need not answer if he would 
thereby criminate himself and that he need 
not testify unlesshe so desired. The court 
confirmed these instructions and then Mr. 
Smith proceeded with his testimony, unhesi- 
tatingly, confirming the case so startingly out- 
iined the first day of the trial by District 
Attorney Ewing for the prosecution. Smith 
was retired before the beginning of the after- 
noon session, having been subjected to a cross- 
examination of greatlength by the defendant’s 
counsel, They failed of their purpose to get 
him to pontradict himself, but did establish the 
fact that he knew nothing about the dynamite 
found on the train when Broderick, Bowles 
and Wilson were arrested. 

TALKING WITH THE CHIEFS. 

A conference was held this afternoon at the 
office of the C. B. & Q. railroad, at which the 
road we. represented by President Perkins, 
vice-Président seasly, General Manager 
Stone, Wirt Dexton and J. W. Blithe. The 
other side was represented by Chief P. M.- 
Arthur, of locomotive engineers, Chief F. P. 
Sargent, of the firemen andjAlexander Sul 
livan, their counsel. The arrival of Chiefs 
Arthur and Sargent in Chicago had been kept 
a well guarded secret and neither registered 
at any hotel till the conference was over. 
Hoge and Murphy were also present. The 


ofticials of the two brotherhoods at once 
assured the railroad men that they 
had no sympathies with lawlessness in 


any form, and the entire interview was cour- 
teous and cordial througiiout, and narrowly 
led to a general talk concerning the situation 
as itaffected the public and parties to the strug- 
gle. Allagreed thatit would be well if the 
strike could be ended. Mr. Perkins, when 
seen, said: 

‘‘Yes, there has been aconference. Arthur, 
Sargent and Sullivan and their counsel came to 
say that they did not countenance violence, 
and have no sympathy with the dynamiters. 
Hoge and Murphy were present at a portion of 
the conference. We had much talk over the 
situation, and they agreed tliat the strike 
ought to be declared off. Nothing was defin- 
itely settled, however. Itis hoped that some 
good may come of it.” 

It was immpessible to find either Arthur or 
Sargent® tonight, and a reporter for the associ- 
ated press called on Hoge. Touching the meet- 
mg, Hoge said: 

‘Propositions were submitted by both sides 
of the controversy, looking toward a settle- 
ment of the strike. What these propositions 
were I am not at liberty to state. They have 
not taken tangible form, and will not till 
another conference 1s held, which will be ina 
few cays.” 

Mr. Hoge then showed the reported telegram 
which was sent from Davenport, Ia., to W. F. 
Gould, and read as follows: 

Owing to certain events, the men at this point 
decide we had better adopt extreme measures. 

“Thisis only one of many telegrams of a 
similar nature,’’ said the chairman, ‘‘which 
have reached us today. This is addressed to 
Chairman Gould,of Rock Island, grievance 
committee, and it shows Which way the color 
wind is biowing.’’ 

Hethen went on to say that a general meet- 
ing of grievance committees of nearly every 
line running out of Chicago is to be held this 
week. There would be thirty of their chair- 
men, who represent the brotherhood on their 
respective systems. 

“What willbe the object of the meeting ?’’ 
asked the reporter. 

‘‘Action will be taken to resist the whole- 
sale arrests and prosecutions which have oc- 
curred in Chicago during the past ten days. 
These are the events I referred to in the dis- 
patch I have just shown you.” 

‘What does the writer of the dispatch mean 
when he speaks of ‘extreme measures?’ ”’ 

‘That-remainsto be seen. It may mean a 
strike on the roads represented, or it may 
mean boycott on the ‘Q,’ which would event- 

ally terminate in a strike. The meeting will 
decide that question,’’ 

‘Do you think there will be a strike?” 

“Well, the men on the Grand Trunk and 
Rock Island, among others, are very sore over 
these arrests and will certainly strike when the 
time comes. They do not believe in dynamite, 
neither do they believe in persecutions.”’ 

‘‘Will this meeting have power to declare a 
strike without the sanction of Chief Ar- 
thur’’’ 

“Yes, sir; and they will doso, if necessary. 
The support of Chief Arthur is only for its 
moral and financial support. But at the same 
time the chairman of any system can declare a 


| strike on a road, provided three of the broth- 
_erhood men employed there desire it.”’ 


~ In a later interview, Chairman Hoge is said 
to have stated that satisfactory arrangements 
have been made by which the “Q”’ road is not 
to be subjected to any further molestation 
growing out of the strike, which was to be de- 
clared off, and the road in turn would cease its 
prosecution of those arrested in the dynamite 
conspiracy.

KEATING WILL RESIGN. BY THE LEADER OF THE GOVERNMENT 
Western Iron Manufacturers’ Association The House of Commons Passes the 


Dissatisfied With the Scale. 


_ Prrrsevure, July 16.—The re of dissat- 
isfaction among members of the Western Iron 
Manufacturers’ association caused by certain 
members signing the amalgamated scale was 
confirmed this morning by President Keating, 
who authorized the statement that he intend- 
ed to hand in his resignation at the first meet- 
ing of the association. and also that Seug & 
Co., will withdraw from it. Keating has not 
yet called a meeting, though he expressed the 
opinion that one would be called this week. It 
is then expected that not only Seug & Co., but 
other firms will withdraw while others will 
not be represented, with the result that the as- 
sociation is not likely to cease to exist. Mem- 
bers are generally of opinion that a disruption 
of the manufacturers’ association would be a 
bad move both for the employer and employe. 
Officials are anxious that an effort be made to 
have it continued, and offer to co-operate so 
that both manufacturers and workers can hold 
conferences in the future the same as in the 
past. One signature, that of P. L. Kimberly 
& Co., was added to the scale today. The 
works started up in all departments at once. 
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CUT TO THE HEART. 


A Frightful Tragedy in a Missouri Town on 
Saturday. 

Lexinaton, Mo., July 16.—[{Special.]—A 
well digger, named Samuel Sams, was placed 
in the county jail here last night, charged with 
the murder of a man named William Jackson, 
the preceding afternoon. The affray occurred 
in the public road, near Dover, in the neigh- 
borhood of which the two men farmed. Sams 
lived ina house belonging to a widow, for 
whom Jackson wasagent. He got behind 
with the rent, and Jackson was pressing him 
for its collection, but being unsuccessful gave 
him notice to vacate the premises, to which 
notice Sams paid no heed. Saturday Jackson, 
with a brother, went riding in a buggy. They 
met Sams, who was on a_i horse. 
The three men stopped in the road, and 
Sams was asked when he intended to move, 
He replied that it would not be until it suited 
him, and he could not be hurried. When 
asked if he intended to pay the rent he said he 
had already paid it twice. Jackson contra- 
dicted this, which caused angry words, and 
Sams called him a d—d liar. Jackson said he 
would stand a great deal, but he could not 
take that, and, leaving his buggy, said he 
would whip Sams. The latter dismounted, 
and, as Jackson came up to him, he struck 
him a sweeping sidelong blow with a knife, 
which severed the main artery of the heart. 
Sams when brought in was bound with rope 
enough to have held half a dozen men. He is 
to be taken to Dover during the week for a 
preliminary hearing. 


TIRED OF HER CHILD. 


A Young Woman’s Effort to 
Her Infant. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., July 16.—[Special.|—A 
rather pretty young woman, apparently not 
over twenty-two or twenty-three years of age, 
dressed in deep mourning, walked into the 
Central railr depot last night, just before 
the western found night express went ont, 
carrying in her arms a young child, which she 
offered to anybody who would take it. Just 
before the train went out she went to the 
stewardess, aud begged her to take the little 
one and give it te somebody. She said that 
she could not carry it back to her home. She 
told the stewardess that she lived in the coun- 
try, and that her husband is dead and that she 
had no means of supporting the child. 

As she told her story the tears ran down 
her cheeks and were lost in the silkén hair 
of the little girl baby that she held close in 
her arms. 

‘“‘Tt’s my little girl,’’ she said, “but I’m not 
able to take care of her.’”’ 

The woman said that she came to the city 
on the 5 o’cloek train for the purpose of getting 
rid of the child. She went to the hospitals, 
but they would not take the babe. No one 
would have it. She said that she lived at 
Midville with her mother who has a house 
full of little children; she was driven by 
poverty to the steps she took. She was over- 
come with grief, and sobbed violently when 
she found that she would be unable to dispose 
of the child. The stewardess assisted her on 
board the train and she left. carrying back the 
little one that she tried to give away to who- 
ever would take it.

Several Members of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany Killed. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., July 16.—A special to the 
Pioneer Press from Victoria, B. C., says: There 
is great excitement over reports from Skeena 
river. The steamer ‘‘Caribon Fly’’ arrived 
this morning. Its officers say that when the 
steamer left Skeena river, it was reported there 
that Mr. Clifford, in charge of the Hudson Bay 
company at Hazelton, and one of the 
special constables sent from here, had been 
murdered by Indians. The Indians are 
thoroughly excited, and threaten to ex- 
terminate all the whites in that part of the 
country. H. B. Roger, of Provincal, leaves on 
Monday for the scene of trouble with a force 
of special policemen. The-steamer Caroline 
arrived Saturday night and will probably con- 
vey a force and *‘C”’ battery to the mouth of 
the Sheenariver. It will be impossible for 
her to ascend the Sheena, owing to the low 
water and the rapids. The only way troops 
can go up is in canoes, and itiis estimated this 
will occupy about three weeks, as the distance 
is ninety miles to the scene of the trouble. 
The Indians who are causing the trouble are 
the worst on the coast, and are large, powerful 
fellows, and nearly all well armed. 
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TWO BROTH ERS" KILLED 


In a Sunday Row in Henry County, Vir- 
ginia. 

DANVILLE, Va., July 16.—On Sunday last a 
party of men gathered at Axton, Henry coun- 
ty, and made merry with whisky and hard 
cider. Lee Eanes tried to drive his mule over 
Hannibal Turner. Turner struck Eanes with 
a barrel stave. Eanes alighted and hot words 
followed. Gus Eanes took Lee’s part and D. 
E. Davis stepped up and declared he would de- 
fend Turner. Gus Eanes told Davis he was 
not afraid of him, when Davis drew a pistol 
and shot him dead. He then turned and shot 
Lee Eanes twice, inflicting mortal wounds, 
after which he fied to the woods, brandishing 
his pistol and knife. The Eanes boys have 
many relatives inthe county, and ruch ex- 
citement prevails.

THE GREAT RATE CUT. 


Per Hundred Pounds of Beef 
Chicago to New York. 

Curcaco, Ill., July 16.—The Erie and 
Chicago and Atlantic made their usual cut in rate 
on dressed beef today, dropping one cent to six 
cents per one hundred pounds from Chicago to New 
York. For the first time since the fight began the 
Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania lines failed to meet 
the cut. A consultation was held by the freight 
menofthe Michigan Central, Lake Shore, Pan 
Handle and Pittsburg, Wayne and Chicago, result- 
ing in an agreement to ignore the action of the 
Chicago and Atlantic for one day.

Her clothes 
were burned off. She was the sister of Jordan 
Harris, a noted colored preacher. She was 
buried this afternoon. The negroes believe 
the pipe drew the lightning. 

RAIDING A STILIn 

On Saturday night, Unitea States Deputy 
Marshal J. W. Kemp, of Albany, and John 
Hines, of Leésburg, with Revenue Collector 
Jno. W, Forrester, raided a moonshine dis- 
tillery between Summer and Tyty, and thirty- 
five miles from Albany in Worth couaty 

The still was well built up of brick, and sit- 
uated upon an island in Lawler creek, and in 
the midst of a dense swamp. They destroyed 
it with 300 gallons of mash and beer made 
from yellow corn meal, which they emptied 
into the creek. They remained all night, but 
made no arrests. Itis thought to have been 
worked by one man, but he failed to show up. 
This is the first moonshine still ever discoy- 
ered in southwest Georgia.

They are 
having a lively time these days, and it is fun 
enough for one day to see Steve Johnston, of 
the Queen and Crescent, and J. H. Sams, of 
the Louisville and Nashville, chasing one an- 
other through the yards and guaranteeing the 
shipper any sort of time in putting his melons 
in the markets of the country. 

The boys will have but a few days more to 
rush in and are making the most of it, and 
they are out on the wing gathering in the last 
of the shipments that will seek a foreign 
market. 

The shipments to Atlanta, as well as to 
points beyond, up to date for the season, show 
a very large increase over previous years, and 
the total for the season will be a very large 
one. 

The railroads will take care of the melon 
crop of Georgia to the best of their ability, for, 
as one of the agents remarked yesterday, ‘‘it is 
a mighty big item in our earnings.”’

Colonel John N. Dunn, 

The announcement of the death of Colonel 
John N. Dunn, which oecurred early yester- 
day morning at his residence in West End, 
was in the nature of a shock to his friends 
and the public generally. It was not gen- 
erally known that he was ill, and there 
were no intimations that his illness was ofa 
serious nature. 

Colonel Dunn was born in Alabama, and 
reared in Fact Tennessee, a section of coun- 
try that has contributed many valuable 
Citizens to Atlanta. He entered’ the con- 
federate army early in the war, and served 
as lieutenant colonel of an East Tennes- 
see regiment. He fought gallantly through | 
the war, and, atits close, settled in Quit- 
man, Brooks county, where he practiced 
law. In 1869 he moved to Atlanta, and 
practiced law for awhile, but the business 
instinct was so strong in him that he aban- 
doned his profession and became a 
wholesale grocery merchant. 

From the time that he entered business 
here, Colonel Dunn has been known as one 
of the most public spirited of our citizens. . 
He was not only active, but agressive, in 
behalf of every movement looking toward 
the benefit of Atlanta, or Atlanta’s Interest. 
Ii may be said, indeed, that there has been 
no public enterprise caleulated to benefit 
Atlanta in which he was not a prominent 
factor. 

And his influence was always worth 
having, for, in addition to a thorough 
knowledge of business and commercial 
methods, he added a knowledge of the 
details of the Jaw. He was conservative 
when conservatism was desirable, but he 
preferred to carry a point by storm, and his 
guecess vindicated his judgment. 

At the time of his death, Colonel Dann 
was the president of the Atlantaand Florida 
railroad, and inthe completion of this im- 
portant line he had his whole heart. What- 
ever benefit Atlanta will derive from the 
building of this line—and itis a very im- 
portant one—she owes to the untiring 
energy and devotion of Colonel Dunn. The 
absorbing interest that he took in this new 
road was all for the sake of Atlanta, and it 
will be a monument to his skill asan 
organizer, and his efficiency as a business 
man. 3 

We may truthfully say, therefore, that in 
the death of Colonel Dunn Atlanta loses not 
only a prominent business man, but one of 
the most public-spirited of her citizens—a 
man that we can ill-afford to spare. .

Hf every retail provision dealer had what he 
Joses in this city—-and it is the same in all 
eities—it would go a long ways toward pay- 
ing his expenses another year; It encour-

ages men, too, to be dead-beats. When a 
man gets ahead of one dealer by swindling 
him out of provisions, be bas lost his virtue 
on that line, and nine times out of ten they 
never reform.

A Short Sketch of an Useful Life—Prominent

Colonel John N. Dunnis dead. 

The news of his death will bo. reeeived-with 
sorrow, not only by those who knew him, but 
by many others who admired him for his ster 
ling integrity and for the progressive spirit 
which he displayed in all pubhe enterprises. 

He was one of Atlanta’s. best citizens. 

COLONEL DUYN’S ILLNESS 
has been of short duration—so short, in fact, 
that the newsof his death was a great slrock 
to many of his most intimate friends who did 
not know that he waBi!L 

About a week ago Colonel Dann returned to 
Atlant2 from Cumberland Island, whore he had 
gone with his son for the sake of his son’s 
health.

AN USEFUL LIFE. 

John N. Dunn was born in Benton county, 
Ala., January 2, 1835, but at the oarly age of 
seven moved to Bradley county, East Tennes- 
sce, where he spent his early life. He was 
educated at Hiwassee college; studied law 
after leaving coliege, and practiced for a short 
while at Cleveland, Tenn. 

When the south seceded he entered the con- 
federate army and fought bravely. He was 
lieutenant colonel of one of the regiments 
from castern Tennessee. 

He moved to Georgia just after the 
war,andjfor several years made Quitman, Ga., 
his home, practicing law there. He moved 
to Atlanta in 1870, and opened alaw office, but 
was forced to quit practicing on aecount of bad 
health. 

He commenced business in 1871 in the firm 
of Dunn, Alexander & Co., and from that 
time until this has made a great success of his 
business, He organized the Atlanta and Haw- 
kinsyllle railroad and was elected president, 
which fpositiom he held at the time of his 
death. | 

He was prominent and active before the 
state constitutional convention and the legisla- 
ture in fayor of the establishment of the state 
railroad commission, and used his influence in 
the last legislature to prevent the changes in 
the law creating that commission. 

As a business man, Colonel Dunn was among 
the best; as a friend to the poor, he was among 
the most liberal; and everything he did and 
said proclaimed him a model gentieman. 

A FRIEND’S TRIBUTE. 

‘John Dunn never knew fear,’’ said one of 
his warmest friends, yesterday. ‘‘He was bold, 
courageous and fearless in all his acts. You 
always knew where to find him, for he was 
open, frank, candid and straightforward—a 
true maninevery way. He had the happy 
faculty of attaching his friends closely to him, 
for they knew they could always depend on 
him. I know no citizen who would be more 
widely missed than Colonel Dunn.” 

THE BEREAVED FAMILY. 

In 1862, Colonel Dunn married the daughter 
of Dr. Joseph M. Alexander, of Athens, Ten- 
nessee. About a year ago Mrs. Dunn died 
and near the same time one of their daughters 
was taken to her heavenly home. 

Colonel Dunn leaves a family of five child- 
ren, three daughters and two sons. The eld- 
est daughter is the wife of Mr. J. K. Brun- 
ner, secretary of the Atlanta and Florida 
railroad. The other children are minors. The 
sympathy of hosts of friends goes out to them 
in this hour of their affliction.

The gymnasium, when properly conducted, 
is one of the most usefulas well as enjoyable 
halls of educktion. There the mind, over- 
taxed with mental work and mental worri- 
ment, finds relief in diversion that ealls the 
physical powers into action, and by this exer- 
cise draws the blood from the brain, starts a 
healthy circulation, refreshes the nerves, and 
per the brain in conditiou for its duties again. 

Inder instruction of a person who understands 
human nature and the huinan body, acom- 
plete renovating of the muscular sys- 
tem can be conducted, - steoping figures 
straightened, and indigestion, weak lungs and 
weak backs corrected and all through a 
medium that seems really but diversion. A 
great part of the success in results from a well 
conducted gymnasium is that. the 
exercise entain while they benefit.. The 
work to be brorght out in this department was 
outlined in Tur ConstiroTion of July 7th; 
hence is familicry tothe public. This new 
branch of edueation seems to interest all, as 
indeed it should, children and youth from its 
pleasing features, and jthose of more advanced 
years from its promotion af health and longev. 
ity. The ola school idea, not yet absolutely 
obsolefeSamong our mental educations, that a 

yerson eithcr runs to muscle or to brain 

is fast dying out and the fact becoming cstab- 
lished that the care of the body is as important 
as the care of the intellect, and requires quite 
asable directors to superintend its develop- 
ment; hence the necessity of the normal 
school. The gymnasium, injudiciously con- 
ducted, or conducted by a person possessed of 
muscular ability alone, in nine cases out of 
every ten, is productive of more harm than 
benefit. Only a person of powerful physique 
can endure the exercises; and it isnot for these 
that the gymnasium is needed; rather for per- 
sons of less physical ability. School children, 
especially girls, are Weak, hollow- 
chested, hollow-eyed, peevish and round 
shouldered, all because they are 
overworked, when it is really because they aro 
under-exercised. Give them plenty of health- 
ful, enjoyable, outdoor exercise, keep the phys- 
ical growth in pace with the mental, and their 
minds could comprehend and retain a great 
deal more than they can ifthe body is frail. 
This statement has been emphasized by the 
most eminent physicians of our country as well 
as by the lives of great men. 

A healthy body is sure pe pocmace a healthy 
mind, and no boy who spends an hour at gym- 
nastic or athletic exercise, whose mind is aglow 
with the enjoyment derived from it, seeks 
rowdyish companions or visits beer saloons.

ASTRAW MAN. 


Knocked Into a Cocked Hat by 
Treasurer Bob Hardeman. 


Who Tears the Filling Out of Some Foolish 
Statements About the New Bonds 
Made by an Anonymous Bauker. 


The recent sale of Georgia bonds is being 
much talked about. 

A specialin Sunday’s Constitution from 
Savannah contained these words: 

A Savannah banker criticising the sale says: “By 
making the bonds bear interest from July 1, when 
they are not turned over to the purchasers until 
October 1, the purchasers are simply givena bonus 
of 21.375 for buying them. It is really not a per- 
fectly straight business transaction. Then again 
the state will likely accept maturing bonds of Geor- 
gin in payment and pay principal and interest to 
maturity. Thus ifthe bonds are bought at rar and 
interest accrued they willcost th¢ Mutual 101), per 
cent profit on them in the delivery, which is equal 
to $28,500, or the bonds will cost 14 plus 1% per 
cent, 154 per cent less than the accepted bid, te-wit: 
10414 per cent, less 254 per eent=10i5¢, I predict 
that the bonds of 1915 will sell at 110, in less than 
three months.” 

Referring to this, Treasurer Robert Hardeman 
said yesterday: ‘‘Somebody has just set una 
man of straw for the fun of knocking it dewn. 
Nothing could be wider of the mark than such 
stuff as that. 

‘In the first place, the new bonds do not 
bear interest from July ist. They bear inter- 
est from October Ist. The purchasers do not 
get one cent between July Ist and October Ist. 
Now, what becomes of the alleged bonus of 
$21,375, which the purchasers get? Thev 
don’t get it, that’s all. 

‘In the second place, the state will not ‘ac- 
cept maturing bonds of Georgia in payment 
and pay principal and interest to maturity on 
October 1si’—-not by a jug full. Underthe 
law this could not be done. But the state can 
and will accept bonds in payment on that date 
with accrued interest—that’s all. It is true 
that the new issue bonds. will not be turned 
over to the purchasers until October Ist. It 
Was So stated in the advertisement for bids: so 
stated in the bids, as it was likewise stated 
that Georgia bonds with accrued interest will 
be accepted in payment. Now, that knocks 
the straw man into a cocked hat—domg it?” 

“It certainly seems so.’’ 

“I think I know who that interview came 
from, and I think I know the motive of the 
man who talked in the ‘special,’ but I’m not 
dead certain and will not say. Jt was a refiec- 
tiou upon the governor, the state treasurer, 
and upon the people of Georgia, but happily it 
is as easily answeredas falling off a log.”’ 

‘Was not the sale of the $1,900,000 new issue 
of bonds a good bargain for Georgia?”’ 

“Tt was a first rate sale—but mind youl 
don’t claim the credit for it, nor does Governor 
Gordon claim the credit for it. The credit for 
that sale belongs to the people of Georgia. 
That sale puts the state in a most comfortable 
position to take up the bonds which mature on 
January ist, 1889.” 

‘*How ?” 

“Tn this way: $2,141,000 in bonds will mature 
at that time. The next legislature will levy a 
sinking fund for two years which will sum up 
$200,000. That sum added to ihe $1,900,000 
which will be received in October 
will make $2,100,000, won’t it, and 
by taking $41,000 of the premium re- 
ceived on the new issne _of bonds 
and adding thereto wehaye $2,141,000, the 
exact amount necessary to take up the bonds 
falling due in January, 1889. You see instead 
of being reduced to the necessity of taxing the 
people to make up this sum we make it up by 
simply drawing on the premium, 
which we got on the new 
issue of bonds. Bat for draw- 
ing from this premium: it would have been 
necessary to levy a tax of a fraction over one- 
tenth of a mill on the people to make up the 
$2,141,000.” ° : 

‘“‘The premium receiyed for the new issne 
was large, was it not ?’’ 

‘Tt wasin the cool. It footed up over $80,- 
000, and was the biggest premium ever re- 
ceived on a sAle of bonds in Georgia-—that’s

MARKETS FOR ATLANTA 


One of the Best Moves of the 
New Council. 


Aiderman Howell and Councilman 
Moran Interviewed —An Important 
Interview. 


“Yes,” said Cotincilman P. J. Moran, in re- 
ply toa question, “the prospect is fair for the 
establishment ofa markethouse in Atlanta: 
The city has now a population of 70,000, and 
atill clings to the village idea of having vege- 
tables, etc., hawked around from house to 
house, with no inspectiom. It is fio wonder 
that people sicken and die when fed upon stale 
vegetables and meat which could never pass an 
official inspection, and no system by which the 
business can be controlled. We need two mar- 
kethouses, one on each side of the railroad. 
At these markethouses, where the supply 
business will be concentrated, there will 
pe a rigid inspection of everything offered 
forsale. Housekeepers, instead of laying in, 
as they now do, supplies for several days, can, 
each morning, repair to the markéthouse, 
where for less money, and in quantities t 
meet each day’s requirements, they can get the 
best and the freshest which the market 
affords. The market committec is now col- 
jecting information which will enable it to put 
the market houses under the best of gavern- 


ment.”’ 

‘‘Where will the money come from ?’’ 

“The city council has authority to accept a 
markethouse built by private individuals, by 
paying a rental equal to cight per cent on the 
investment. The house thus built, passes 
under control of and must be man- 
aged by the city, which has an option of pur- 
chase within fifteen years. It is estimated 
that the receipts from the market privileges 
will much more than equal the interest thus 
paid. We have assurances that bids are forth- 
coming Which will enable us to goto work in 
n reasonable time.’’ 

Oy the subject of public buildings, an inter- 
view with Alderman Albert Howell, in the 
Macon Telegraph; will be of interest. Alder- 
map Howell said: 

‘‘T want to see the day when the city will 
have a first-class public market, one that will 
be a credit to Atlanta. I think we should have 
two markets, one in north and the other in 
south Atlanta, lecated where the people can 
get access to them easily. Then, again, I 
would like to see our city own a city hall and 
public station, the two buildings near cach 
other. This would be betterthan having them 
in separate localities.”’ 

“Well, when do you look for these buildings 
to be constiucted ?”’ 

“Tam looking now, and have been looking 
ever since I was elected to the council. One 
of the first things I did after taking my seat 
was to make an effort tosecure the construc- 
tion of a city hall. I failed to get the hall, but 
have by’ no means abandoned the matter, and 
will make another attemrpt when the time 
comes to have my plans carried out.”’ 

‘‘When will that time be?” was asked of the 
alderman. 

“Oh, not now; our visible income for this 
year has already been proportioned out tothe 
various departments of the city government, 
and nothing can be done until next year, when 
we will see our way clear. If we cannot then 
appropriate enough money to put up the 
buildings, we can, at least, appropriate a suf- 
ficient sum to buy the ground upon which to 
construct them. There are two good reasons 
why we should buy and pay for the locations 
that we want, and that are suitable for such 
purposes. One of them isthat when we own 
the lots we will have made a Start, and the 
other is that we shoula secure our locations 
before available lots climb out of our reach in 
point of valuation. If we wait much longer, 
centrally located property, suitable for our 
purpoges, will cost us too much money. We 
should secure them as early as possible, and 
get the advantage of the advance in these 
values, which is certain to come.”’ 

“How much money would it take to buy the 
lots that are needed for these improvements ?”’ 

“That I can’t say, but a good deal less than 
we will have to pay in a few years from now, 
as property is advancing very rapidly. I have 
not priced any property suitable for these pur- 
poses; I have no lots picked out, and don’t 
care whose lots we buy, so that we get what 
we want and get them at reasonable figures,’’ 

‘‘Which, in your opinion, does the city most 
need, a city hall, a public market or a_ police 
headquarters ?”’ 

‘Iam not prepared to say. I think Atlanta 
needs them all badlyenough. It would be 


. very advantageous to the city, and a great 


convenience to our Citizens to have a city hall 
where all the officers would be bunched to- 
gether in one building. Then, when it comes 
to the blessings of a public market, the good 
that we would derive from one cannot be over- 
estimated, andas for a police headquarters, 
a visit to the on’ that we now have would con- 
vince any gne that we need a new building for 
our police department, and should have one as 
soon aspossible, [am unable to say which of 
the three institutions we need most. Probably

He made a happy little speech, thanking 
the members for this mark of esteem, and de- 
claring his pur to meet the expectation of 
his friends. is words were received with ap- 

lause, and several present remarked that he 
Biled the chair gracefully enough to be called 
to it by the people some time yet. 

The usual reports were read and adopted, 
anda large number of petitions came in and 
were appropriately referred. 

A Question of Pure Milk. 


, The board of health submitted the follow- 


ing: 

To the Hon. Mayor and General Council—Gentle- 
men: Within the last two weeks the board of 
health has caused the dairies, within a radius of six 
miles of the city, to be paapectes. Some of them 
were found inan abominabie filthy condition, and 
disgustingly managed in many respects. i 

e board respectfully recommends the adoption, 
immediately, of the accompanying ordinance. With 
it, it is believed that adeyuate protection can be 
afforded the people. Without it, or some similar 
measure. the people are atthe mercy of incompe- 
tentand irresponsible persons. This ordir ace has 
been submitted to the criticism of the assis.unt city 
attorney, and is approved by him. It is proper to 
say that a few dairies were found in excellent con- 
dition, and in every way well managed.

THE ORDINANCE. 

Be it ordained by the mayor and general council, 
that after the passage of this ordinance it shall be 
unlawful tor any person to sell or offer for sale with- 
in the limits of the city of Atlanta any ee 
adulterated, sophisticated or unwholesome milk, or 
to sell or offer for sale as pure miik, any milk to 
ad water or any ather substance shall have been 
added whichin effect injures its quality or lessens 
its value; or to sell or offer for sale the milk from 
any cow that may be sick, diseased or suffering from 
any bodily condition or disorder liable to render her 
milk unfit or unsafe to be used as food; or the milk 
obtained from an, cow keptin a filthy or unventila- 
ted stable or building, or an offensively filthy lot, 

n or shed, or that may be fed upon food or al- 
owed to drink any liquid which may so effect the 
milk that consumers shall be exposed to the risk of 
sickness or disease therefrom. 

Bec. 2. Any person who sball violate any of the 
provisions of the foregoing ordinance shall, efter 
conviction in the recorder’s court, be subject to a 
fine of not more than one hundred dollars, or im- 
prisonment for 1ot more than thirty days, either or 

th, in the discretion of the court. 

The report was adopted and the above ordi- 
nance was passed. . 

The Ivy Street Hospital. 


The only matter that caused even a ripple of 
excitement was the report of the relief com- 
mittee regarding the Ivy street hospital. 

The report was presented by Mr. Thompson, 
and was read bythe clerk. It was as fol- 
lows: 

To His Honor the Mayor and jMembers of the 
General Council: Gentlemen: When the present 
relief committee were appointed in January last, 
they were not sufficiently conversant with the facts 
asto feel warranted in making anyrecommendations 
relative to the care of the unfortunate siek, who are 
compelled to acc:pt the city’s charity as to advise 
any change inthe compensation which has been 
allowed dering the year 1887, prefering rather to 
wait a few months until they could make some in- 
telligent recommendation relative thereto, in the 
meantime making the same disposition of and allow- 
ingithe same compensation for the care ofjtbhe sick as 
had obtained during the preceeding year. The ex- 
pierience of the past six months, and the knowl- 
edge obtained during the time lead your.committee 
to believe that our Gependent sick do not reeeive 
the care and atfention the amount 
the city entitles them to, or 
can be secured for them without 
additional cxpense. We, therefore, respectfully 
recommend that the amount of $125 per month con- 
tracted to be paid the Ivy street hospital for the 
care of colored sick, during the year 1§87, and con- 
tinued without contract during that part of 1858 
now past, shall be discontinued afrer the payment 
of the installment for July is made, and that here- 
afterno city patients, white or black, shall be sent 
to the Ivy street hospiial by any branch of the city 
government.

One of 
these papers: was signed by a considerable 
number of ladies, who petitioned the eonncil 
not to withhold any — appropriations, 
These ladies commended inl 
highest terms the management of Ivy 
hospital. The other paper was in yery much 
the same strain, and was signed by the trustees 
of the hospital. 

“Proceed, Dr. Powell,” remarked the pre- 
siding officer. 

Dr. Powell said that he need not consume 
the five minutes granted him; it would not 
require that much time to demonstrate to the 
council that the report of the relief committee 
ought not to be adopted. Dr. Powell 
went on to show how the hos 
pital has been managed. He _— spoke 
of the good that it had accomplished in the 
past and predicted that it would be still more 
useful in the future. He explained how it 
had been maintained and enlarged upon the 
necessity of the city’s maintaining it on the 
same basis. He spoke of his personal exertions 
in its behalf, averted tojthe many sacrifices he 
had made to keep it coipg. In his remarks 
the doctor referred to Mr. Lee and others con- 
nected with the institution and spoke rather 
harshly about their conduct. 

At this point Mr. Thompson interrupted 
him and asked that he speak more respectfully 
of those officers. 

Dr. Powell proceeded to say that there were 
soimbe persons whose sole motive seemed to be 
to break up hiscollege. ‘These persons have 
been getting up all this movement for the pur- 
pose of injuring Atlanta’s greatest charity.

Powell who these persons were.

It cdnsratulated Atlanta on her 
commercial institutions, etc, upon the healthful- 
ness of the city, and upon the faci that the good wo- 
men of Atlanta had established a private hospital 
with facilitics amply sufficient to take care of all 
the needs of the suffering in city cases, and to care 
for a goodly number of private cases besides. 

The leiter states that the sick receive free medical 
attention from the able tacuity ofa medical college, 
and are beiter cared forthan in many city Lospit- 
als, The city appropriation to the hospital was 
less than the amount paid by Mobile, a city of half 
the population of Atlanta, to the m:dical attend- 
ants alone, 

The communication closes. with a request to the 
city council to restore the appropriation to the Ivy 
Strect hospital, and is signed by S. B. Hoyt, John 
Prather and R, A. Hemphill, trustees. * 

After the reading of the communication, Mr. W. 
A. Hemphill moved that the meeting add to the 
communication, ‘We, the undersigned, after per- 
sonal inspection unite in the above request.”’

THE NEW HOSPITAL. 
What the Committee Proposes to Do in the 
Matter, 

During the latter part of the past winter a 
large number of physicians and other citizens 
met in the courthouse to discuss measures 
looking toward the establishment of a general 
city hospital. 

There were nearly one hundred physicians 
present, representing every shade. of medical 
opinion. In addition to these there were nu- 
merous prominent and influentiel citizens who 
joined in the discussion. 

Resolutions were introduced, stating in em- 
phatic language Atlanta’s urgent need of a 
general gity hospital—a hospital free from sec- 
tarianism and political control. 

Many speakers discussed these resolutions, 
deprecating strongly the totally inadequate 
provisions made for the sick poorof the great 
city, and urging the building ofa general hos- 
pital. When the resolutions were yoted upon 
only one vote was cast egainst them. 

A committee, consisting of Drs. J. P. Logan, 
F. H. Orme, W. P. Nicolson, W. M. Durham. 
Hi. P. Cooper, Judge W, L. Calhoun, Mr. S§S. 
P. Inman and the Rey. Dr. H. H. Tucker, 
was appointed to lay the matter before the city

Acting on this adviee, Dr. H. H. Tucker and 
Dr. Nicolson were appointed a sab-courmittee 
to correspond with other cities having good 
hospitals in order to gain the desired informa- 
tion. 

Answers were received to many of these let- 
ters, and the committce ig now in position to 
answer all the questions that can be pro- 
pounded when the matter comes before the 
council. 

It has been deemed expedient by the com- 
mittee to postpone appearing ~ before 
the council until carly in the fall. Then the 
matter will be piabed through. 

Lhis postponement was thought best because 
the city treasury has been greatly depleted by 
the large appropriations, made for street pav- 
ing, etc., and the committee did not wish to 
bereegen the project until the council should 

lave some money to appropriate. The taxes 
of this year will furnish an abundance. 

“We wish to let the people of Atlanta 
know.”’ said Dr. H. P. Cooper, from whom the 
above facts were obtained, ‘that the commit- 
tee Wil! qiuletly but vigorously push the work 
until our great city has a general hospital 
conducted not for the furtherance of private 
or sectur.an interests, but solely for the good 
of the sick and helpless in our midst.”
